HISTORICAL. 

The  town  of  New  Portland  is  located  in  vSomerset  county,  Slate  of  Maine. 
It  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Kin^field  and  Lexington,  on  the  east  by  lunbden, 
on  the  south  it  joins  Anson  and  New  Vineyard,  and  on  the  west  it  is  bounded  by 
Freeman.  The  west  line  and  also  a  part  of  the  south  line  of  New  l\)rtland  i^  the 
county  line  between  Vranklin  and  Somerset. 

The  middle  point  of  New  Portland  is  about  5  minutes  south  of  ihe  45th  paral- 
el  of  north  latitude.  The  70th  meridian  of  lonj^ilude,  east  of  C,rccn\vjch.  i)asscs 
through  the  village  of  North  New  Portland. 

NATURAL  FKATI  RHS. 

The  natural  features  of  New  Portland  should  not  be  overlooke«l.  Located 
only  a  short  distance  to  the  east  of  the  principal  range  of  mountains  of  >Liine, 
and  in  full  view  of  three  of  the  six  highest  mountains  of  the  state,  viz:  Ml.  I'ig- 
elow,  Mt.  Abraham  and  Ml.  Saddleback,  it  is,  as  would  be  expected,  somewh;it 
hilly.  Its  soil  is  of  clay  and  sandy  loam  and  is  most  excellent  for  agricultural 
purposes.  There  are  many  excellent  interval  farms.  It  can  be  truly  said  thai 
New  Portland  is  one  of  the  very  best  farming  towns  in  Somerset  county.  No 
lakes  are  found  in  the  town.  There  is  one  small  pond  of  some  50  acres  extent. 
One  small  mountain  is  present.  Of  the  several  hills,  Piverett  hill,  about  one  niile 
south-east  of  West  village,  is  the  highest.  Prom  ibis  elevation  on  a  clear  day 
the  White  mountains  of  New  Hampshire  are  plainly  visible,  and  from  this  hill 
and  the  several  others  in  town,  a  varied  aud  exlensive  scenery  that  is  hartl  to 
excel  is  unfolded  to  the  eye. 

While  New  Portland  is  essefitially  an  agricultural  town  this  is  not  its  only 
characteristic.  Its  waterpower,  though  not  so  extensive  as  is  found  in  other  parts 
of  the  county,  furnishes  many  desirable  plants,  and  should  be  utilized  to  a  greater 
extent  than  is  being  done  at  present.  One  i)articular  feature  of  New  Portland's 
water  system  is  founil  at  the  "l^'alls,"  so  called,  (  I'lasl  New  rorll.uul).  M  this 
point  the  Carrabas.sett  furnishes  one  of  the  best  smaller  stream  powers  to  be 
found  in  the  county,  though  ii  is  utilized  only  in  part  at  piesent.  It  is  owned 
and  operated  by  A.  W.  Starbird.  The  dam  now  in  use  is  not  so  designeil  as  to 
make  use  of  any  considera1)le  i)art  of  the  jjower;  ibougli  at  extreme  low  w.iler  it 
will  furnish  at  least  150  horsepower,  and  in  spring  and  f.ill  its  ])ower  is  prui  lirally 
unlimited.  A  new  dam  is  contemplated.  A  good  oppoiiunily  i^  «>(kred  hete 
for  some  manufac'luring  concern  to  utilize  the  undeveloped  power. 

At  the  West  and  North  villages  are  not  founil  so  gtunl  fai  ilities  for  ileveloj)- 
njent,  yet  the  waterpower  is  suHicienl  to  supply  all  needs  and  is  as  yet  n»»l  en- 
tirely develoi)ed.  There  are  lliree  gristmills  in  toun.  One  is  »)i>er.aed  by  .M«»scs 
Mitchell  at  West  village,  one  at  ICast  New  Portland  run  by  A.  \V.  Starbird.  ami 
the  third  is  at  North  New  Portland  an.l  is  operated  by  D.  H.  Knowles.  The  three 
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saw  mills  run  l)y  walerpowcr  are  as  follows:  at  the  "(ireat  Works"  by  I).  M.  Hui- 
ler,  at  the  l^'alls  by  A.  W.  Starl)ir(l,  and  at  North  New  Portland  by  H.  A.  I'lum- 
nier  and  I'.enj.  i<\  liartlett.  At  the  West  villaj^e  on  Lemon  stream  is  found  a  ^;o».hI 
power  utilized  by  John  Mettalf  in  running  bis  shoe  shop.  \V.  W. 
Jordan  runs  a  carding  and  novelty  mill,  utilizing  a  good  power  located  about  40 
rods  above  the  shoe  shop  and  tannery  above  mentioned.  Much  more  iivighi  be 
done  with  the  waters  of  the  Carrabassett  and  J.emon  stream  by  parties  having 
the  necessary  enterprise  to  attach  them  to  the  wheel.  It  is  hoped  thai  circum- 
stances may  develop  in  coming  years  to  bring  about  this  result.  While  it  has  not 
a  monopoly  o{  those  natural  features  which  in  this  day  of  industrial  ilevelopment 
are  so  important  New  Portland  is  nevertheless  well  favored.  Its  e.vcellent  scen- 
ery, its  healthful  climate,  its  fertile  fields,  its  excellent  pastures,  wocnled  hills 
and  its  good  water-privileges  not  only  make  it  a  good  place  to  go  from  but  m.ike 
it  a  good  ])lace  to  come  to  and  live  in. 

KARLV  SI'-TTIJ-MI-NT. 

New  Portland  was  fust  settled  in  March,  178;^,  by  David  Ilutchins  of  Alna, 
Me.,  he  having  moved  there  a  short  time  i)reviously  fr(jm  Chelmsford,  Mass.  Mr. 
Hutchins  eiected  the  fust  log  cabin  in  town  in  lyS^,  at  a  point  about  forty  rods 
east  of  the  {jresent  residence  of  Mrs.  Asaph  Hutchins  and  her  son-in-law,  Mr. 
Chas.  il.  Nye.  Uur  informant  tells  us  that  Mr.  Hutchins  and  his  family  were 
considerably  concerned  about  what  they  should  do  with  that  pari  of  their  gooils 
which  they  must  leave  behind  till  after  their  return  from  their  first  journey  to 
their  new  home.  A  fiiendly  (?)  hulian  suggested  that  their  best  course  was  to 
bury  them.  Accepting  this  as  a  solution  of  the  problem  they  so  acted.  On  their 
return  the  goods  in  (jueslion,  which  were  of  so  much  value  to  the  brave  settlers, 
and  ui)on  which  depended  so  much  of  the  success  of  this  family  in  its  effiul  to 
penetrate  the  36  scjuare  miles  of  forest,  now  transformed  in  New  Portland,  were 
gone.  Little  doubt  wijs  entertained  as  to  who  was  responsible  fo?  the  loss.  This 
however  was  only  an  incident  in  the  e.Kperience  of  this  noblen)au  of  nature  whose 
perseverance,  u\)rightness  of  character  and  excellent  judgment  made  for  him 
success  in  an  effort  fraught  with  the  greatest  danger  and  hardship. 

The  second  settler  was  Capt.  Josiah  Parker,  a  Revolutionary  soldier,  wh«» 
came  to  this  region  soon  after  his  ilischargc  from  the  army,  lie  lived  ft)r  nj(»re 
than  sixty  years  on  the  farm  now  owned  by  Hiram  1-.  Weymouth,  though  we  are 
told  that  a  man  named  Wilson  "look  uj)"  the  f.irni.  Caj)!.  Parker  was  the  owner 
of  the  first  plow,  the  first  harrow,  and  the  first  >cl  of  joiners'  tools  in  town,  .md 
was  also  the  owner  of  the  first  brick  kiln.  He  married  Uctsey  Walker  on  1-eb. 
19,  1789.  This  was  the  first  marriage  occurring  aniong  the  settlers.  Capt.  Patker 
was  a  highly  respected  citizen.  He  died  at  the  age  of  93  years.  J'lbeii  Kichan^soii 
was  the  next  settler,  who  came  the  same  year  as  Capt.  Parker,  and  settled  on  the 
James  Butler  place.  He  too  was  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution  and  was  with  .\rn<»hl 
in  his  expedition  through  Maine  to  Ouebec.  The  next  settler  was  Nimnnl  Hin«ls. 
John  Chuichill  came  in  17S7  and  located  on  the  farm  now  owned  by  John  Knowl- 
lon.  I'.ben  Carsley  came  next  in  1  7SS  and  settled  on  the  Willi.im  Walker  farm.  In 
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I7«9  Zepheniah  Williams  settled  on  the  farm  now  occupied  by  I-ben  J.  Walker.  He 
stayed  only  a  short  time  selling  to  vSolomon  Walker.  Samuel  Could  came  in  lyS^and 
located  where  Andrew  J.  Davis  now  lives.  John  Taylor  came  iu  1 789  and  started  on 
the  R.  G.  Dennis  farm.  .Mr.  Taylor  built  a  cabin  on  the  interval  near  the  Lar- 
rabassett.  In  1792  William  Churchill  came  and  settled  on  the  Kli  Ilntchius  place. 
Iu  1795  many  settlers  came  and  the  increased  numbers  meant  much  for  the  town. 
Among  the  names  of  the  new  comers  of  this  date  are  John  Haichelder,  Klder 
John  Ivocke,  Caleb  Hoynton,  Peter  Norton,  Paul  Pratt,  Capt.  Benj.  Noyes,  and 
others.  In  1797  Ruben  Hill  came  to  New  Portland.  In  the  same  year  Robt.  York 
settled  on  what  was  formerly  called  Hodsdon  hill,  ikjw  known  as  liray  hill.  Reu- 
ben Rand  settled  on  the  Cutts  farm  in  1798.  He  soon  sold  U)  Aaron  Allen.  Moses 
Safford  came  in  1798  and  started  on  the  Jones  farm.  In  1800  John  Dennis  bought 
and  moved  onto  the  PVank  Caswell  farm.  Josiah  Kverett  settled  on  the  Knos 
Hutchins  place  the  same  year.  He  was  also  a  Revolutionary  soldier  ami  sailor  as 
well.  He  was  twice  made  prisoner  and  was  held  a  captive  on  the  Hrili^h  prison 
ships.  We  have  endeavored  to  give  an  account  of  the  early  settlers  down  to  about 
1800.  However  we  do  not  claim  absolute  accuracy  in  the  matter  as  the  recorils  will 
not  permit,  but  hope  that  the  reader  may  obtain  some  idea  of  the  founders  of  our 
town  from  the  reading  of  the  above.  About  iSixj  many  new  arrivals  are  recordc«l. 
Among  the  same  are  found  the  prominent  ones  of  IClliott,  Hamlin  ami  Hanson. 
John  Klliott,  one  of  this  number,  started  the  place  called  the  (rreat  Works.  One 
of  our  former  townsmen  writes  of  him:  "He  was  a  great  mill  builder  an«l  was 
always  looking  for  mill  priviliges.  His  wife  overhearing  a  discussion  about 
there  being  land  and  water  on  the  moon's  surface  said  excitedly,  *C)h,  do  not  tell 
Mr.  Klliott  for  he  will  go  there  and  get  a  mill-site.'"  Soon  after  the  .trnval  "d 
the  hlliots,  Hamlins  and  Hansons  can:e  the  Waltons,  Flings,  Dyers,  Drunnnonds, 
vSawyers  and  many  others.  The  settlement  now  so  thorou;.',hly  begun  could  nt)t 
be  stayed.  Rapidly  the  clearings  ai)peared.  At  first  a  small  >iH»t  about  the 
"P'alls"  and  a  narrow  tract  in  the  southern  part  of  the  town  constituted  the  set- 
tled portion.  However  about  the  time  of  the  arrival  of  the  last  nanietl  settlers, 
cabins  arose  and  clearings  appeared  along  the  line  of  the  road  on  the  north  side 
of  the  Carrabassett,  and  before  this  time,  as  we  have  seen,  some  effort  had  been 
made  to  settle  the  western  i)arl.  The  nt>rth  ])art  of  the  town  was  seltletl  at  a 
later  date,  just  what  year  the  records,  so  far  as  the  writer  has  been  able  to  learn, 
do  not  state.  The  settlements  in  most  cases  were  ])ermanent  ones,  ('fradually  the 
forest  succumbed  to  the  hand  of  the  ])ic)iRer,  and  out  of  the  ihirty-six  scpiare 
miles  of  wilderness  came  the  town  of  New  Portlantl    the  ^'\\{  <>f  progress. 

ORGANIZATION. 

I'or  nearly  forty  years  after  the  settlement  of  New  Portland  the  Stale  of  Man- 
sachusetts  owned  the  territory  of  this  state,  whi«  h  was  known  till  i8io  as  ihc 
District  of  Maine;  and  the  (General  Court  of  Mah^achu>etts  h.i.l  general  su])crvis- 
ion  of  the  affairs  of  the  District.  On  the  ninth  of  March,  1791,  by  act  of  llie 
(;eneral  Court  of  Massachusetts  a  i^rant  of  two  townshii)S,  No.  2  and  No.  3.  north 
of  the  Plymouth  Comi)any's  lands  and  west  of  the  Kennebec  River,  was  made  on 
petition  of  "i-.noch  Ilslev  and  others"  sufferers  <.f  1-almoulh  (  n<»w  Portland). 
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For  more  than  a  decade  notliiii><  was  done  toward  orj^aiii/.aliou.  However  in 
1804  we  find  that  an  atlemiJt  was  made  to  form  a  political  j^overnmenl.  In  De- 
cember of  the  year  1804  the  plantation  of  Ha<i  l\)riland  was  organized.  The  first 
meeting  was  hehl  at  the  dwelling  honse  of  Capt.  Josi.ih  I'arker  on  the  seventh 
of  iJecemher,  180;.  At  that  meeting  the  following  oifueir.  were  chosen:  Mixlera- 
tor,  Josiah  Parker;  Clerk,  Henry  Norton;  Assessors,  Henry  Norton,  Samuel  Gould, 
and  Josiah  Kverett;  Collector  (iersham  Hamblin.  The  next  meeting  was  held  at 
the  residence  of  Henry  Norton  on  Mar.  4,  i8(j5.  On  Mar.  u,  1S05,  the  inhabit- 
ants of  this  i)lantatioii  made  ])elition  to  the  General  Court  of  Massa».  husells  for 
incorporation  in  the  following  terms. 

PKTITION. 

To  the  Honorable  vSenale  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Connnon- 
wealth  of  Massaclui.setts  in  (General  Court  asseud)led: 

Your  Petitioners,  inhabitants  of  Plantation  No.  2,  in  Range  Second  West  of 
Kennebec  River,  commonly  called  l^ast  Portland,  humbly  sheweth—  That  we  la- 
bour under  maleiial  disadvantages  in  our  present  ruuiucor])orated  State,  by  be- 
ing Subject  to  Taxation  without  the  benefit  of  Taxing  Non  Resident  Land  for  the 
purpose  of  vSupporting  Roads,  as  the  Roads  are  extremely  bail  and  no  legal  meth- 
od by  which  they  nuiy  be  amended  in  an  equal  proportion,  Likewise  the  neces- 
sity and  real  want  of  a  Legal  appro\)riation  for  the  use  of  vSehools,  with  many 
other  considerations  too  numerous  to  mention,  have  Induced  us  to  prefer  this  i)e- 
tition,  praying  that  we  with  the  vSaivl  Town  cS:  its  inhabitants  therein  may  be  In- 
corjjorated  Hito  a  Town  by  the  Name  of  New  Portlaml.  with  all  the  ])rivileges  v*v: 
authority  of  all  other  Incorporated  Towns  X:  as  in  duty  bound  will  ever  pray. 

vSigned  at  luist  Portland  this  iith  of  March,  1H05.

It  is  learned  that  an  act  of  incori)oratiou  ])asscd  the  (General  Couit  on  M.in  h 
5,  1808.  The  act  bears  the  signatures  of  Perry  Morton,  Sjieaker  of  the  House, 
and  Samuel  Davis,  President  of  the  Senate.  It  was  signed  ^hir.  9.  iSoS,  by  Hon. 
Jas.  Sullivan,  Governor  of  Massachusetts.  The  first  warrant  for  a  town  meeting 
was  posted  on  A])ril  5,  i8u8;  and  the  meeting  was  held  at  the  ie.-.idence  of  Cl.iik 
Whittier  on  April  20,  1808.  The  officers  elected  weie  a-  follows:  M<Mlerat»)i .  Jeri- 
miah  Hilton;  Clerk.  Henry  Norton;  Selectmen  ami  Assessors.  Aaron  .Mien.  Sam- 
uel Gould,  and  James  Hutchins;  'freasuier,  Josi.ih  Parkei;  Collector  and  Ci»n- 
stable,  Clark  Whittier. 

sri'.si-ori'iNT  His'foRV. 

I'Vom  the  time  of  the  above  mentioned  li  .ms.u  iions  down  to  the  piesent 
the  usual  events  in  the  progress  of  towns  loc.ited  in  a  similar  way  fallowed 
in  the  career  of  New  Portlaml.     .\   lew  ye.irs  after  the  iMcorporali«»n  in  |S.»S 
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came  a  period  of  intense  hardshiij  and  suUeriuj^  of  which  uieiiliiui  i-^  made 
elsewhere.  In  about  1812-16  there  was  a  ^reat  reduction  in  the  ]»o])uhilion.  hir^je 
l>odies  of  citizens  goinjjj  west.  Hut  after  the  return  oi  jilentiful  crops  in  1S16 
ho])es  of  the  settlers  l)ej;an  to  revive  and  soon  ]>rosperity  followed.  Year  hy  year 
(levelopnients  were  made,  the  population  increased,  the  lands  were  im])rove«l 
more  and  more.  Trade  of  all  kinds  was  built  up,  schools  were  instituted, 
churches  were  built,  justice  was  maintained,  anil  the  general  welfare  of  the  jjco- 
ple  was  provided  for  after  the  manner  of  the  time.->  in  which  they  lived.  Slea«lily 
in  times  of  peace  and  of  war  the  town  moved  alon^;  its  (juiet  i)ath,  always  furn- 
ishing its  full  share  of  men  for  the  councils  of  war  and  of  ])eace.  Of  its  excel- 
lent millilary  record  mention  is  made  elsewhere. 

Her  various  industries  which  were  built  up  from  year  to  year  varied  ai  ctu«l- 
ing  to  the  demands  of  the  times.  Much  atleulion  was  ^^iven  al  lime>  to  wool 
raising,  and  at  other  periods  stock-raising  was  one  of  the  chief  indusli  ies.  I'ail  at 
all  times  the  town  has  depended  upon  her  agricultural  facilities  and  they  have 
never  failed  her.  Her  po])ulation  is  industrious  and  wc-ll-to-ilo.  Her  ])roiicity 
is  of  a  fairly  good  value.  Her  tax  rate  is  low,  paupers  are  almost  unknt>wn.  and 
legal  controversies  are  not  a  ])art  of  her  record. 

In  common  with  other  towns  New  Portlanil  suffered  severely  in  the  linie  of 
the  Civil  War  and  some  time  was  recpiired  for  recovery;  but  the  prospeioas  liusi- 
ness  years  following  the  civil  strife  gradually  rolorcil  her  to  prosj)erity.  i-or 
many  years  business  was  excellent  and  some  of  the  mo>i  jjuisperons  years  in  the 
history  of  the  town  came  in  the  fifteen  or  twenty  years  after  the  war.  Trices 
were  high;  the  demand  for  goods  was  large  anil  theie  was  in  no  branch  i>f  busi- 
ness a  surplus  product.  Mills  were  in  o])eration,  the  farms  were  cultivated  and 
trade  was  at  a  high  i)itch.  Though  theie  was  iu)t  a  hamlet  in  the  country,  from 
one  extremity  to  the  other  but  had  felt  the  ravages  of  war.  the  country  was  pros- 
l)erous,  the  people  active.  In  1S76  a  very  severe  lire  visitc<l  the  Wer^t  Village; 
but  new  structures  soon  arose  and  the  village  lesumcd  its  lole  of  trade  and  manu- 
facture. 

On  July  4,  1883,  occurred  an  event  of  interest.  It  was  the  celebration  of  the 
looth  anniversary  of  the  town.  It  was  held  at  the  residence  of  .\saph  Ilutchins 
and  was  i)articii)ated  in  by  a  lar-e  gathering  of  i>et»ple.  The  pie-i.leut  of  the 
day   was  W.  H.   Stevens.  Zenas  Vaughan   w.is  marshal.    Kev.  I.eonar«l 

Hutchins  offered  the  jjrayer,  vSamuel  \'.  Spear  was  toaslmaster,  Iliui.  Abel  Davis, 
a  former  resident  of  New  rorlland,  now  of  rilt>lield,  delivere.l  the  oration,  which 
was  a  very  able  effort.  Mr.  Davis  was  listened  to  with  rapt  attention,  as  an  inci- 
dent cited  by  one  present  at  the  time  will  show.  During  the  delivery  of  the  ora- 
tion  by  .Mr.  Davis  a  shower  g.itherc.l  and  broke  uj)..n  the  assemblage.  One  a-ed 
I  iti/eu  occupying  a  seat  on  the  staii.l  arose  and  held  an  umbrella  i)ver  the  he. id 
of  the  speaker  till  he  had  closed.  In  spite  of  the  he. ivy  do\Mipour  of  lain  hardly 
a  ])er.son  left  the  audience  till  .Mr.  Davis  ceaseil  speaking.  It  was  a  gathering  on 
the  scenes  of  the  labors  of  the  first  settler,  made  hisloiic  by  his  .slnnly  and  per- 
sistent struggle  against  climate,  f.imine  and  wild  be.isis.  an.l  was  a  .l..y  of  intense 
enjoyment,  full  of  signiUc  ince  for  .dl. 
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The  twenty  years  which  followed  this  event  have  not  been  years  of  unmixed 
prosperity  for  New  Portland.  Certain  developments  in  Somerset  and  Franklin 
counties  are  responsiljle  for  the  change.  In  1883  consideration  of  the  location  of 
the  proposed  railroad  from  Farmin^ton  was  taken  up.  After  many  protracted 
meetings  in  winch  much  was  said  for  the  railroad  and,  strange  to  say,  much  was 
said  against  it  by  some  of  the  townspeople,  circumstances  developed  which  de- 
prived us  of  the  advantages  accruing  from  railroad  connection  with  the 
outside  world.  How  far  this  misfortune  nuiy  be  responsible  for  the  changes  oc- 
curring since  that  time  is  hard  to  estimate,  but  that  it  deprived  us  of  many  op- 
portunities for  development  cannot  l)e  denied.  It  is  hoped  that  the  ct)nMng  years 
have  something  in  store  for  the  town  to  repair  in  part  at  learnt  the  damage  caused 
by  the  iron  road  going  around  us. 

The  last  decade  has  few  events  not  already  mentioned  that  are  of  interest. 
The  disastrous  fire  at  No.  New^  Portland  which  is  mentioned  later  was  a  blow  to 
the  town,  but  one  from  which  it  quickly  recovered.  Hut  otherwise  only  the  onl- 
inary  events  have  occurred. 

And  now  at  the  close  of  these  few  lines  in  which  we  have  briefly  surveyed 
the  history  of  our  town  what  shall  we  say  of  New  Portland!  We  are  proud  to  be 
her  citizens,  jealous  of  her  interests,  mindful  of  her  fair  name  and  ever  desirous 
of  her  prosperity. 

MILITARY  MATTlvRS. 
New  Portland's  part  in  military  matters  is  one  of  which  she  can  be  justly 
proud.  No  town  of  her  si/e  has  responded  more  loyally  nor  done  more  ellicient 
service.  The  men  who  made  u])  her  quotas  were  men  of  soldieily  (jualilies  and 
never  failed  to  do  their  whole  duty  when  the  o])portunity  was  presented.  The 
closing  scenes  of  the  Revolutionary  War  were  being  enacted  while  New  Portland 
was  yet  a  wilderness,  yet  many  men  who  served  in  that  struggle  became  a  pari  of 
the  population  of  New  Portland  and  so  identified  with  her  interests  that  we 
claim  the  honor  of  their  services.  Many  of  this  number  are  mentioned  elsewhere. 
In  the  War  of  1812  and  in  the  Mexican  War  New  Portland  was  well  represented. 
In  the  Civil  War  which  drew  the  most  blood  and  which  was  fraught  wilh  ihe 
gravest  consecjuences  of  all  our  wars,  New  Portland  never  faltered  in  the  tlis- 
charge  of  her  whole  duty.  We  venture  to  say  that  few  towns  of  her  si/e  di<l 
more  in  that  momentous  struggle  that  did  New  Portland.  Her  record  is  an  hon- 
or to  the  town.  The  following  is  a  list  of  the  men  engaged,  correcle<l  as  carefully 
as  circumstances  will  permit:  Samuel  I'.criyjr.,  i  homas  P.  Williams,  /enas 
Vaughan,  Henj.

livery  year  the  number  of  the  living  in  the  list  above  given  grows  smaller 
and  soon  the  last  of  the  group  will  have  gone  from  among  us,  but  their  laurels 
won  for  themselves  and  the  town  will  n(Jt  perish. 

LKMON  vSTRFAM  LODGi:,  L  ().  O.  F. 

One  of  the  objects  of  interest  in  New  Portland  is  Lemon  Stream  Lixlge.  I.  G. 
O.  F.,  No.  55.  It  was  instituted  in  the  >ear  1848,  five  years  after  the  beginning 
of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Maine.  The  following  were  the  first  olhcers;  Noble  tirand. 
Abram  P.  Spooner;  Vice  Grand,  Simeon  C.  Hanson;  Keconling  Secretary,  Na- 
thaniel K,  Wright;  Treasurer,  Lemont  Spooner;  Permanent  Secretary,  Geo.  .\. 
Fletcher,  From  1848  the  lodge  gained  steadily  for  some  years  in  membership 
and  finance.  The  first  home  of  the  lodge  was  in  the  hall  over  (iould  ^:  Sjjooner's 
store,  and  this  continued  to  be  its  meeting  jjlace  until  1876. 

During  that  severe  trial  for  Odd  FelU)W>hip  in  Maine  from  1850  till  aflei  the 
close  of  the  Southern  struggle  many  lodges  in  the  stale  gave  up  their  charters. 
Not  so  with  Lemon  Stream  Lodge.  It  struggled  against  every  hard^hij)  till  i86iy 
when  it  was  reduced  to  twelve  members,  the  "Old  GuanL"  This  number  kept 
up  its  organization  and  carried  it  through  to  the  times  of  prosperity,  which  were 
not  far  lience.  Though  badly  crippled  by  the  fire  of  1876,  it  has  never  faltered 
since  the  times  before  the"'7us"  and  is  now  most  favoral)ly  siluaieil.  It  own^  Iwo 
well  fitted,  good  styled  buildings  at  New  Porllanil.  an.l  has  a  goinl  sized  Mim  l.iid 
by  for  future  use.

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INCIDKNTS  OF  KARIA'  TIMKS. 
To  some  of  our  citizens  the  story  of  hardship  and  jjriv.tiion  trace«l  by  the 
pioneers  of  our  town  is  a  familiar  one;  hut  every  year  the  numher  of  those  thus 
familiar  is  growinj^  smaller.  Soon  that  story  will  seem  in  our  ears  only  "a 
dream  in  the  far  distant  past,"  and  may  he  for>^otten  by  the  coinin^i  generation. 
It  therefore  seems  but  a])pro]>riate  at  this  point  to  make  note  of  some  few  inci- 
dents which  show  the  character  of  the  early  scltk  r  himself  and  the  nature  of  the 
times  in  which  he  lived. 

Soon  after  the  organization  of  the  town  in  1808  scarcity  of  cro])S  caused  great 
suffering.  It  is  said  by  one  that  the  greatest  scarcity  was  before  the  maturity  of 
crops  in  1816.  Four  (hiys'  work  was  given  by  the  laboring  classes  for  a  bushel  of 
wheat.  In  this  same  year  as  high  as  Ji.oo  was  paid  for  a  peck  of  seed  corn.  Calel) 
Stevens  went  from  Kingfield  to  Waterville  and  gave  four  days'  work  for  a  bushel 
of  corn,  and  brought  it  all  the  way  from  Waterville  to  his  home  on  his  shouhlers, 
to  keep  his  children  from  starving.  vSix  to  nine  dollars  a  month  was  the  highest 
wage  paid  the  best  of  men.  (riils  were  glad  to  work  out  for  lifty  cents  a  week. 
Money  was  hardly  ever  seen.  Labor  was  in  almost  no  demand.  This  was  indeed 
a  period  when  the  settler  found  that  the  path  of  the  ])ioneer  is  a  hard  one.  Tu 
come  into  the  forest,  take  up  a  farm  and  establish  himself  and  f.imily  upon  it 
was  an  undertaking  of  no  small  ])ro])ortions.  Deacon  John  liutls  walked  all  the 
way  from  Haverhill,  Mass., to  this  region  in  1813,  a  distance  of  three  huinlred  nnles, 
in  six  consecutive  days.  This  seems  almost  incredible,  yet  it  is  vouche<l  for  most 
thoroughly.  For  these  men  of  sound  physique  and  iron  will  it  w.is  a  comnum 
thing  to  travel  five  or  six  miles  to  their  day's  work,  and  c.irry  home  at  night  two 
bushels  of  corn,  wheat  or  meal,  upon  their  shoulders.  The  labor  that  tlu»e  uk-u 
performed  in  those  days  seems  to  us  in  this  i)eriod  of  invention  and  labor-saving 
appliances  to  border  on  the  impossible.  lh\t  with  the  facts  before  us  we  can  only 
say  that  they  were  men  and  women  bt)rn  for  the  special  i)uri)oses  of  the  Uuw^  in 
which  they  lived,  and  ably  and  well  did  they  do  their  work. 

While  the  Indians  were  on  the  whole  friendly  tt)  the  settlers,  the  animals 
were  many  and  fierce,  and  the  settler  had  to  contend  with  them  a  gre.it  deal. 
Though  wolves  and  small  animals  were  ])resent  the  bears  were  the  most  trtnd)le- 
some.  Sheep  were  an  especial  ])rey  to  these  animals,  yet  a  previous  writer  tells 
us  that  in  1803  a  four-year-old  steer,  belonging  to  Mr.  Henj.  Hurnal  was  caught 
and  killed  by  a  bear.  One  incident  in  which  Hiuin  was  concerned  serves  lo  show 
the  spirit  of  our  pioneer  mothers.  Mrs.  Cynthia  Hutchins,  the  daughter  of  Josiah 
Parker,  and  the  first  white  female  child  born  in  New  l*.)rtland,  in  company  with 
her  children  made  a  friendly  call  at  the  McLaughlin  place  :.bout  one-half  n>ilc 
from  the  F:ast  New  Portland  jmstolhce.  Having  accomplished  part  of  their  re- 
turn Mrs.  Hutchins  became  aware  of  the  presence  of  a  bear  following  them 
closely.  In  an  unconcerned  manner  she  told  her  chil.lren  t»>  nmke  all  speetl  f*>r 
the  cabin.  They,  accustomed  to  obey,  did  as  they  were  bidden,  though  utterly  ig- 
norant of  the  reason  for  the  command.  The  cour.igeous  molher  seize.l  a  cmlgel 
which  lay  by  the  path  and  kept  between  her  children  and  the  beast  and  kept  him 
at  bay.     The  bear  loiti  re.l  about  the  clearing  that  night  and  wrought  havoc  in 
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the  sheep-fold,  but  the  ])reseiicc  of  iiiiiid  of  the  fearless  woman  saved  her  chiM- 
leii  from  ihe  jaws  of  their  pursuer.  Many  iucideiils  of  a  similar  nature,  loo 
numerous  to  mention,  are  recorded,  and  all  serve  to  impress  upon  o  »r  minds  the 
bravery  and  darin«<  of  those  who  prei)ared  this  re^io?i  for  the  tlevelopments  of  the 
later  years. 

And  while  we  are  citing  incidents  which  show  the  noble  and  fearless  nature 
of  the  people  of  those  days  we  must  not  forj^et  that  they  were  human  'iike  as 
we  are"  today,  and  that,  as  a  previous  writer  well  says:  "People  were  not  all  gtuMl 
then  any  more  than  they  are  now."  We  give  herewith  an  inciilent  told  by  the 
same  writer,  quoting  in  full.  "One  William  Ouint  'squatted'  on  the  Millay  hill. 
Mr.  Millay  claimed  to  own  the  land  and  ordered  Quint  off.  (Juinl  refused  to  go. 
One  day  when  Quint  was  a\vay  from  home  INIillay  came  and  ordered  his  wife  out 
of  the  house.  Mrs.  Quint  was  thoroughly  charged  with  the  belligerent  spirit  of 
her  husband  and  refused,  shut  the  door  and  fastened  it.  Millay  soon  clind>eil  the 
castle  of  logs  and  began  a  warfare  by  throwing  cartridges  ilown  the  chimney 
into  the  fire  which  exploded  to  the  great  terror  of  the  rhildieu.  lie  then  called 
out  to  Mrs.  Quint,  asking  her  if  she  would  leave.  She  ici)lied  no,  without  par- 
ley. Down  came  more  cartridges,  uj)  went  the  cries  of  the  frightened  chiMren; 
down  came  a  second  demand  of  surrender,  uj)  went  the  defiant  refusal,  lie  next 
tried  to  descend  the  'Catstick'  chimney,  but  he  had  only  gt)t  i)arl  way  down 
when  the  warlike  woman  emptied  her  straw  beil  upon  the  lire.  lie  .si  rabblcd 
and  crawled  out  for  "dear  life,"  but  not  before  lie  became  nearly  smothered  with 
smoke  and  so  badly  singed  thai  he  made  the  woods  ring  with  his  lu>wls  of  pain. 
It  is  not  probable  that  he  undertook  again  the  ungallant  act  of  turning  a  woman 
out  of  doors." 

No  accounts  of  depredations  by  Indians  are  recorded  though  many  Imlians 
were  found  in  the  early  days  of  the  town.  Nearly  all  were  friendly  to  the  whites. 
However,  as  might  be  expected,  some  few  ini  idents  are  recorded  where  little 
episodes  took  place  showing  the  characteristics  of  the  Red  Man  in  his  lawful 
home  and  of  the  sturdy  and  fearless  settler  in  the  wildrrness.  .\s  is  well  known 
on  the  arrival  of  David  llutchins,  in  1783,  a  branch  of  the  Norritlgewocks  was 
installed  near  the  Ixmks  of  the  Carrabassett,  on  the  Interval  now  owned  l>y 
lliram  1-.  Weymouth.  Their  chief  was  rieiu.le  so  well  ami  l.ivorably  kn«»wn  in 
the  region  of  the  Carraba.ssett  and  Sandy  rivers.  This  band  was  on  the  whole 
very  friendly  to  the  settlers.  On  one  occasion  according  to  one  of  our  older  citi- 
zens even  rierpole  exhil)iled  one  of  the  trails  of  the  Red  Man  as  we  are  accus- 
tomed  to  think  of  him.  In  a  'trade'  between  I'ierjjle  and  David  llutchins  Jr.  the 
latter  was  to  tender  the  former  a  peck  of  potatoes.  In  the  cabin  »)f  I'ierpolc 
were  assembled  David  1 1  ntchins  J  r.,  Samuel  llutchins.  I'ierpide.  his  M|uaw.  Han- 
nah Sussup  Rierpole  and  others.  The  chief  made  a  recpu'sl  for  delivery  of  the 
l)roduce,  the  same  having  been  delivered  once.  .M  r.  1 1  ntchins  nidie.l  that  he 
had  delivered  the  goods.  Rierpole  denietl  it  in  emi>halic  terms.  The  scpiaw  ap- 
l)arently  fearful  of  the  result  of  the  dispute,  by  a  sign  t<»  Mr.  llutchins  intinialeil 
that  he  would  find  the  potatoes  under  the  "forcsiick . "  .Mr.  llutchins  quickly 
sie/ed  the  "iioking-stick"  and  srattard  the  i...iat..cs  on  the  mud  Moor  .»f  the 
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caljiii.  Aroused  hy  this  expo>>ure  of  liis  treachery  the  lusty  savaj^e  rushed  upon 
Mr.  Hutchius.  But  the  latter,  a  fine  exauiple  uf  the  pioneer,  lowering;  iu 
strenj^th,  heiuj^  almost  a  j^iant  in  size,  and  as  fearless  as  he  was  stronj^.  quickly 
raised  the  trusty  "poker"  and  in  stern  tones  of  coniniand  ordered  the  chieftain 
to  advance  not  another  ste])  under  peril  of  his  life.  The  chief  wisely  conchulcd 
to  obey;  and  undoubtedly  upon  recovery  of  his  calmer  self  heartily  re^relleil 
this  outburst  of  treachery  and  rage. 

Pierpole  is  said  to  have  taken  up  his  abode  in  the  town  of  Strong  ou 
the  banks  of  the  Sandy  River,  about  the  close  of  the  i8th  century.  In  general 
he  was  trusted  by  the  settlers  and  had  many  transactions  with  them,  usually 
acquitting  himself  with  honor;  but  his  Squaw,  II  annah  Sus^up,  was  ever  jealous 
of  the  advance  of  the  whites,  and  always  suspicious  of  their  motives.  She  con- 
stantly urged  Captain  Pierpole  to  leave  the  scene  of  the  releptless  elftirls  of  the 
])ioneer.  No  account  of  his  last  days  is  on  record.  Tradition  has  it  that  he  was 
last  seen  in  this  region  one  evening  drifting  down  the  Sandy  River  in  a  bark 
canoe. 

These  few  incidents  and  the  many  others  that  have  come  <l()wn  t«)  us 
from  the  past  portray  something  of  the  character  of  the  sturdy  ])ioneer  of 
the  town  of  New  Portland.  As  a  previous  writer  says:  "They  to«ik  n.iture 
for  a  guide.  *  *  *  They  lived  with  nature  and  their  character  wa.-.  formed  to 
imitate  it.  The  woods  was  their  home,  and  who  can  live  in  the  grand  ohl  forests 
of  Maine  without  having  instilled  into  them  the  grand  ideas,  the  grand  and  ma- 
jestic principles  by  which  our  ancestors  were  actuated  and  guided.  Their  work 
shall  prove  them,  and  long  after  they  are  dead  and  gone  frt)m  among  us.  an<l 
shall  have  been  forgotten,  their  lives,  dedicated  to  the  work  which  they  di«l,  and 
stamped  with  an  individual  stamp,  which  can  never  be  erased,  shall  ever  con- 
tinue to  bear  fruit.  The  effect  of  a  good  deed  once  done,  of  a  heroic  action  once 
])erformed,  can  never  be  erased.  vSo  the  example  of  their  lives  will  continue  to 
be  felt  till  this  town  and  county  shall  have  been  swept  into  oblivion." 

I N  T  li  R I \  ST  I N       V  A  C  T  S . 
The  first  white  male  child  born  in  New  Portland  was  David  Hutchius,  son  of 
the  first  settler.    He  was  born  on  the  well-known  Asaph  Huichins  farm.  <m  Sept. 
8,  1783. 

The  first  white  female  child  born  in  New  Portland  was  Miss  Cynthia  Parker, 
daughter  of  Capt.  Josiah  Parker,  a  Revolutionary  soUlier.  She  was  born  on  the 
Hiram  P.  Weymouth  ])lace  on  Jan.  3,  1790. 

The  first  bridge  built  in  New  Portland  was  erected  at  "The  Falls."  by  \Vm. 
Churchill.  It  was  framed  by  Cai)t.  Penj.  Cleveland.  This  bridge  was  carried 
away  in  the  freshet  in  18.^2.  In  1835  Stephen  Morrill  built  the  second  bridge  «»u 
the  site  of  the  first.    Jonathan  Houghton  was  the  framcr. 

The  fir.st  framed  house  was  built  by  Capt.  Josiah  Parker.  It  is  at  present  oc- 
cupied  by  H.  Weymouth  and  has  been  thoroughly  renu>ilele»l.  The  same  lim- 
bers are  retained.  The  bricks  contained  in  the  chimneys  and  arches  were  manu- 
factured only  a  few  rods  from  the  house  ou  the  "  Interval. "  and  it  is  saiil  that 
S(»me  io.()<H)  were  re(|uirrd  in  the   structure.      Capt.    Ueubcn    Hill   built  the  fir  si 
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brick  house  in  town.  The  first  churchw  as  built  at  West  ViUane  by  the  I'lii- 
versalists.  The  second  was  built  at  the  "Falls"  by  the  F'ree  Will  liai>ii>ts.  The 
third  is  the  t'nion  House  buiil  at  West  Villaj^c.  The  fir^t  niiuisii-r  rcaicil  in  New 
Tortland  was  vSaniuel  Hutchius.  The  first  sermon  was  preached  in  Capt.  I'arker's 
house  by  Klder  Stonenian  in  1798.  The  first  Quarterly  meeting  was  held  in  the 
residence  of  Capt.  Parker.  The  first  scliool  in  town  was  taught  by  I.ucy  l%nicry, 
about  iS(j2,  and  was  held  in  Capt.  Parker's  shetl.  The  next  was  taught  by  Lucy 
(iould.  The  first  schoolmaster  was  John  r»ore,  the  second  Richard  Peavy.  '1  he 
first  lawyer  was  Jas.  T.  Leavitt  h.s(j,  who  practicecl  at  West  Village,  ami  after- 
wards went  to  vSkowhegan.  John  II.  Webster  was  the  next  lawyer.  He  stayed  a 
few  years  ami  then  went  to  Norridgewock .  Dr.  I-"reeman  was  the  first  physician. 
The  first  trader  was  Joseph  Jennings,  who  started  at  the  "I'alls."  Tobias  Church- 
ill, who  traded  on  the  Titcomb  farm,  was  the  next.  .\t  West  \'ill;ige  the  Ut^l 
was  Gen.  S.  P.  Strickland  who  built  a  store  in  1H22.  \  Mr.  llackett  was  the  fi^^l 
to  offer  goods  for  sale  at  North  New  Portland,  in  about  iS^o.  l.eon.inl  (ire.iton 
was  the  first  tailor.  Chase  Hutler  was  the  first  harnes>maker.  John  l  ennis  \^;is 
the  first  blacksmith.  Moses  .Salford  was  the  first  house  joiner.  Clark  Whitiier 
was  the  first  wheelwright.  The  first  mill  was  built  by  Henj.  Noyes  at  the  "Palls" 
in  1797.  The  second  was  built  at  the  "(ireat  Works"  by  John  P!lliott  about  |S«  5. 
I\Ir.  Klliott  also  built  the  first  girsimill  in  town.  It  was  located  on  the  opi»o>ite 
side  of  J.ower  Stream  from  where  the  sawmill  was  built.  The  site  has  sime  been 
used  by  J.  M.  Hurbank  and  others  in  the  manufacture  of  shovel  han«lles.  'i  he 
first  road  turnpiked  in  town  was  located  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Hiram  l- .  Wey- 
mouth place.  It  was  built  in  about  iSio.  One  of  the  first  county  roatls  in  tins 
vicinity  was  built  in  181  I,  and  was  called  by  our  setlleis  the  "Kani.;eway."  li 
followed  very  closely  what  is  kncnsn  ai  this  time  as  the  "South  Ko.id."  The  first 
])ostonice  was  at  the  West  Village.  Nathan  Hanson  I'istj.  was  the  first  post- 
master. The  first  mail  route  through  this  town  was  frouj  Anson  to  Phillips,  and 
the  mail  was  first  carried  by  Ijbbcn  Hatch  over  the  "Kangeway."  'Ihe  liisl 
cemetery  was  on  the  Josiah  Parker  place.  The  lirst  re])resenlalive  to  the  (".eu- 
eral  Court  of  Massachusetts  was  Samuel  Ilulchins,  the  setdud  Heniy  .NoHou. 
the  third  James  Hutchius  and  the  fourth  I  )r.  Ward  Spooner.  ( )ur  »lelegate  to 
the  Constitutional  Convention  was  Henry  Norton.  New  Portland  voted  for  sep- 
aration from  Massachusetts  by  a  vote  of  29  to  7.  She  voled  against  the  consliluli»»n 
by  a  vote  of  15  to  9.  (ien.  S.  P.  Strickland  was  the  first  mendar  of  the  Kxecu- 
live  Council,  the  next  was  Kufus  K.  J.  P<irter  and  the  next  Jos  M.  Hennis.  who 
served  two  terms.

As  town 
clerk  John  P.  Hodsdon  leads  in  total  number  of  years  of  service,  and  al.so  in 
number  of  consecutive  years  of  service.  Charles  H.  Hartlett  is  second  w  ith  a 
record  of  twelve  years.  Charles  H.  Clark  served  sixteen  years  as  town  tie.isurer. 
A.  J).  Brackley  was  superintendent  of  schools  nine  years. 

A  imiHF  SURVEY  OF  THK  PRFSKNT. 
The  village  of  New  Portland,  commonly  called  West  New  Portland,  is  located 
on  Lemon  stream  about  three-fourths  of  a  mile  from  its  junction  with  the  Carra- 
bassett.  It  is  sixteen  miles  north  of  Farmington  and  is  about  twelve  miles  north- 
west of  North  Anson.  The  village  is  pleasantly  located  on  the  banks  of  the 
above  mentioned  stream,  and  between  two  hills  locally  known  as  Clark  hill  iind 
P.ennett  hill. 

The  gristmill  at  this  place  is  operated  by  Moses  Mitchell.  W.W.Jordan 
runs  a  carding  and  novelty  mill  at  this  place,  making  use  of  another  gootl  water 
privilege.  A  short  distance  below  the  gristmill  is  located  the  shoe  sho])  ow  neil 
by  John  Metcalf.  The  last  named  industry  was  i)reviously  run,  with  a  tannery 
connected,  by  H.  Clark  &  Co.  It  was  for  many  years  a  leading  industry  in  the 
town,  giving  steady  and  lucrative  employment  to  about  twenty  workmen.  Owing 
to  changing  conditions  in  the  boot  and  shoe  world  within  a  few  years  the  cojn- 
])any  was  gradiuilly  forced  to  suspend  operation^.  The  shoe  shop,  run  a  part  of 
the  time  by  John  Metcalf,  is  still  manufacturing  the  well  known  rivetecl  mocca- 
sin of  which  this  firm  has  sole  right  of  manufaclure  in  the  riiileil  Stales.  Dn 
Lemon  Stream,  about  one  mile  and  one-half  above  the  "West"  is  found  the  saw- 
mill of  David  M.  Butler.  This  nrill  occupies  almost  the  same  site  where  J»»hn 
Ivlliott  built  a  mill  soon  after  his  arrival  in  .New  Portland  from  Turner  in  1803. 
IMr.  Butler  does  considerable  business  in  long  and  short  hnnber.  shin^jk-«».  I'lc 
About  two  miles  west  of  the  village  J.  Chick  .S:  Sons  oper.ite  a  steam  Hawniill  and 
have  built  up  a  good  business  in  the  past  few  years. 

Though  New  Portland  is  not  what  it  was  a  fpiarter  of  a  century  agi»  it  Mill 
has  a  large  trade,  dr.iwing  it  from  a  large  surrounding  area  of  excellenl  agricul- 
tural territory.  Sunnier  W.  lOlliott  t)ccupies  the  two  stores  formerly  orcupieil  by 
John  Metcalf  and  Nathan  Saunders,  au»l  is  doing  a  large  business  in  general 
mcrchan.lis,-.      lie  com nicnt  cd  doing  busincs-,  in  tlu-  'So's  .»nd  in  the  subso.|Uenl 
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years  has  won  a  host  of  friends  and  jjatrons  hy  his  >,'tniaUy  and  fair  dealing, 
hircctly  across  the  street  in  tlie  hirj^e  and  comniodions  store,  occnpietl  for  many 
years  hy  \V.  Kicker  &  Sons,  Christopher  C.  Hoyt  is  doin^  a  ^oixl  and  increasinji 
business  in  general  merchandise.  Mrs.  Hoyt  rnns  a  popnlar  millinery  in  con- 
nection with  the  store.  The  Inisiness  was  opened  in  1899  and  is  under  the  iktsoii- 
al  direction  of  Charles  E.  Iloyt,  the  son  of  the  proprietor.  The  rapidly  increas- 
ing trade  is  sufficient  proof  of  the  good  standing  and  popularity  of  the  concern. 
During  the  ])ast  few  years  John  Metcalf  has  conducted  a  gootl  trade  in  the  nntlcr- 
taker's  line.  Royal  D.  Blaisdell  is  projjrietor  of  the  Hotel  l{lais«lcll,  a  house 
well  known  to  the  traveling  public. 

The  village  of  North  New  Portland,  about  twenty  miles  north-west  of 
Skowhegau,  and  six  miles  north-east  of  West  New  Portland  village,  is  located  on 
what  is  known  as  Gilman  Stream,  about  two  miles  from  its  junction  with  the 
Carrabassett.  This  stream  rises  in  Ivexington  and  furnishes  a  good  walerpower  for 
North  New  Portland,  which  is  utilized  in  pari  at  this  time  by  the  tol lowing: 
iiartlett  &  Plumnier's  sawmill  which  was  built  u])on  a  site  that  has  been  »»ccuj)icd 
nearly  ever  since  the  settlement  of  the  village;  the  birch  novi-lty  mill  runbyChas. 
II.  bartlett,  and  D.  11.  Knowles'  gristmill.  Iku  tlell  Plumnier's  mill  turns  out 
huge  quantities  of  long  and  short  lumber  for  a  ready  market.  The  liin  li  nuvelly 
mill  has  been  in  operation  many  years  and  is  doing  a  rapiilly  increasing  busine.-*-*. 
It  furnishes  employment  to  a  large  number  of  hands  and  gives  a  iea<ly  maiket 
for  the  birch  timber  of  the  surrounding  country.  During  the  ])ast  few  ye. us  II. 
W.  Kennerson,  the  popular  tailor  of  this  village,  has  been  nuinufacluring  a  jial- 
ented  Garment  Hanger  of  his  own  invention.  Many  of  the  articles  have  been 
.sold  throughout  the  eastern  i)art  of  the  country  thus  as.serling  the  goo<l  quality 
of  the  article.  being  in  the  path  o*f  trade  with  the  1  )ead  River  region,  in 
which  so  much  has  been  ilone  in  the  lumber  industry,  this  village  has  not  suf- 
fered from  the  changes  that  have  been  nuule  in  I'Vank'.in  auil  St)mer.M-l  counties 
in  the  last  quarter  of  a  century,  so  much  as  has  the  West  Village.  It  has  been 
the  headcjuarters  of  many  i)roniincnt  business  men  and  has  been  a  trade  lenier  in 
this  section  of  Somer.set  County  ft)r  many  years.  In  Nov.,  iSy),  the  village  was 
visited  by  a  very  severe  fire  in  which  a  large  part  o(  the  busines.-.  puition  was  de- 
stroyed. However,  new  and  better  buildings  have  been  erei  ted  on  the  sites  of 
the  old  ones  and  the  town  has  gradmilly  recovered  from  its  loss.  .Among  the 
new  places  of  business  that  have  come  up  are  the  following;  The  laige  and  m«Ml- 
ern  store  of  Chas.  H.  Clark  .S:  Sons,  a  lii  m  wi  ll  au«l  lavorabiy  known,  «loing  a 
large  business  covering  a  large  area;  the  Inigo  bloek.  »)icupieil  by  b.ve.ell 
(Juint,  the  pioi)rieior  of  the  Dirigo  House,  a  hotel  popularly  known  t<»  the  travel- 
ling public,  and  by  IClmer  (j.iinl.  gioieiy  and  gei.eial  stoies;  an.l  D.  H,  Knt»wle««* 
modern  store  in  which  a  ger.eial  meri  haiid i.-e  business  in  .b.ne.  .\mon-  the  lo»!»c-i 
fiom  the  lire  nu)st  keenly  felt  was  that  of  Columbian  Hall,  an  excellent  public 
building.  In  1900  definite  plans  were  formed  for  the  erection  of  a  building  lo 
take  its  place.  .\  stock  company  was  formed  uilh  a  capital  (>f  about  fs. 
a  large  and  commodious  slrmture  was  b\iilt,  funiishing  a  much  nee.led  impr«»vc- 
ment  to  the  village  a nd  adding  much  lo  its  good  appe.ua me.  .\mong  the  new 
pi, ices  of  business  opened  ni  the  vill.ige  in  leceiit  yeatsistbat  of  Ot.i  Henderson. 
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dealer  in  confectionery,  cigars,  bicycles,  firearins  and  sundries,  and  A.  It.  Sar- 
gent, groceries,  meats,  etc. 

CARRAIiASSKTT  CRKAMHRY. 
In  the  month  of  Novendjer,  1899,  definite  action  was  taken  for  the  ImiUling 
of  a  creamery  at  Kast  New  Portland.  After  canvassing  the  situation  carefully 
the  leading  men  of  the  town  organized  a  stock  company  known  as  the  Carrahas- 
selt  Creamery  Company,  and  commenceil  .selling  the  slock  which  was  nearly  all 
taken  within  the  limits  of  the  town.  The  factory  is  located  near  the  resilience 
of  Wm.  Parsons,  and  was  made  ready  for  the  beginning  of  business  in  the  ini»nlh 
of  March,  1900.  The  ofiicers  and  directors  were  as  fcjllows:  President.  II.  F. 
Weymouth;  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  A.  S.  Parsons;  Directors,  l".  l\  Caswell,  Car- 
roll Caswell,  Ce\)has  Walker,  Jas.  F.  Cornforlh,  John  C.  True,  I'.  S.  Hoynlon.  J. 
J).  Hewitt,  and  II.  T.  lunery.  The  factory  is  under  the  personal  direcli<»n  of 
Thomas  Johnson,  an  experienced  butter  maker.  1''.  1"".  Caswell  is  the  general 
manager  of  the  business.  Too  much  cannot  be  saiil  in  urging  the  utmost  loyalty 
on  the  part  of  our  townspeople  to  this  new  and  valuable  home  industry.  Our 
excellent  pasture  lands  and  other  agricultural  faciliiie.-.  furnish  abun<lant  means 
for  promoting  this  work.  The  product  of  the  fai  lory  is  of  the  very  highest  t|ual- 
ity  and  a  ready  market  at  excellent  juices  awaits  every  ])ound  of  its  ouii»ut.  l.et 
all  stand  by  the  new  home  industry!

In  December,  1894,  the  subject  of  mutual  protection  from  fire  losses  was  tak- 
en under  consideration  by  the  leading  farmers  of  the  town,  and  the  New  Portlan<l 
Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company  was  organized  as  a  result  of  their  deliberation.

The  company  has  had  few 
losses  and  has  a  large  number  of  policy  holders,  all  of  whom  e\])ress  satisfacti<»n 
over  the  result  of  the  adventure.
